TO THE VISCOUNT MORPETH. 

My Lord, 

Our separate Reports on the State of the Poor Law Valuation and the 
Elective Franchise in 20 Uniotls, in addition to those already presented, are now 
submitted to your Lordship. 

The whole number of Unions which have been visited in the progress of the 
inquiry is 52, which extend into 29 of the counties of Ireland* Classed according

In each Union we endeavoured to ascertain with precision the scale of valuation 
adopted by the valuators, and the relation which it bears to the letting value. 
We have taken extracts from the minute-books of the Unions, showing all the 
proceedings of the Board with reference to the valuation. In almost every case 
we ascertained from the valuators themselves the plan which they have pursued, 
and the mode in which they have estimated the value of land and house property 
for the purpose of the poor rate. And in nearly all the Unions we learned from 
some of the guardians themselves, the manner in which the valuation proceedings 
of the Board have been conducted. Their evidence, and that of the valuators and 
others, was taken down in writing, and is inserted in the Appendix. 

In the progress of the inquiry we have ascertained the sums at which the tene- 
ments of 24,886 ten-pound electors for counties, cities, aud boroughs, registered 
since the Reform Act, have been valued in the rate-books. Of these 12,612 are 
tenements of county electors, and 12,274 those of electors for cities and boroughs. 

Of the 12,612 tenements of county electors, there are 3,417 the occupiers of 
which registered in 1832, and had not up to the period of the inquiry in each Union 
renewed their registry : 8,676 are county electors registered during eight years, 
(the period which registry remains valid under the Reform Act,) from 1833 to 
1840, both inclusive ; * the areas ot the holdings of 8,543 of these, as well as the 
amounts at which they are rated in the pour law books, have been ascertained. With 
regard to these, the effect of applying qualifications for the franchise, depending on 
latmg fixed at various amounts from 51. up to 40/., have been considered ; the number 
of those electors whom each qualification would admit or exclude ; and the class in 
respect to the area of their holdings, to which those who would be excluded by each 
qualification belong. In 2,255 cases the rents of the county electors, registered 
during the years 1833 to 1840, inclusive, have been also ascertained and com- 
pared with the sums at which they are rated. With respect to these, we have 
had an opportunity of ascertaining the effect of applying a qualification de- 
pending on the excess of the sum at which the voter’s tenement is valued, over 
t le rent. With this view, the electors whose rents have been ascertained, have 
been classified with a view to ascertain how many would be admitted, and how 
many excluded, by a test depending on an excess of rating above rent, fixed at 
various amounts, from a qualification merely requiring that the valuation should 
exceed the rent, iip to one requiring an excess of 10/. And we have shown in 
a. es the class 0 f electors, in respect to the extent of their holdings and tlieir rents,

have also considered the effect of applying two alternative qualifications, one de-

In two Unions, those of Naas and North Dublin, we found that previous 
to the valuation being made, the Board ot Guardians had expressed a desire that 
the Poor Latv Commissioners should take on themselves the appointment ol the 
valuators of those Unions. In both cases the Commissioners declined making the 
appointment, and expressed their opinion that the responsibility rested primarily 
with the Board of Guardians. 

Their letter to the Board of North Dublin Union with reference to the proposal Commissioners de- 
contains the following passage : — “ The Commissioners have bestowed their best ^uatore. apP ° in 
consideration upon this proposal, and on the circumstances which might possibly 
have made such a course appear advisable ; they are desirous in every arrangement 
to comply with the express wishes of the Board ol Guardians, and they are always 
ready to afford them such support and assistance in the administration of the law 
as they may stand in need of; but they do not consider themselves at liberty to 
supersede, in this instance, the ordinary functions of the Board of Guardians, or 
relieve them from a responsibility which the law primarily casts upon them, by taking 
a measure which the Commissioners conceive to be intended by the legislature only 
as an exception, in very special cases, from the general rule. The Guardians are 
answerable for the correctness of the rate when made, and it is reasonable ancl con- 
sistent with sound principle, that they should, subject to the sanction of the Com- 
missioners, appoint the valuators, by whose professional assistance it will be their 
duty hereafter to make and assess the rate.” 

The Board of Guardians, therefore, in the two Unions we have above referred to, 
as well as in all the other Unions which we have visited, took the responsibility on 
themselves, and selected the valuators who have been employed. , _ , . 

_ Though the Commissioners declined to appoint the valuators, they issued printed ^^ t ° 0 0 ^ r e 0 ° c t eed . 
instructiqns on the subject of Valuation, which were made use of in every ; ngSi 
Union. Copies of the Act of Parliament and field-books were furnished to the 
Valuators, and coustant intercourse appears to have taken place between the Boaids 
of Guardians, the Valuators, and the Assistant Commissioners, on the subject. In 
cases of difficulty the Boards frequently applied for and obtained advice and instruc- 
tions from the Poor Lavr Commissioner in Dublin. The course pursued oi per- 
mitting the Boards of Guardians to frame their own Valuations, does not appeal 
to have been complained of by any class, whether landlords or tenants, m any ot 
the Unions which we have visited. The Guardians, ex ojfficio and elected, took a 
share, more or less active, in superintending the progress of the Valuation, and 
adapting it for the purpose of a rate for the relief of the poor. 
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The form of proceeding with reference to the Valuation, adopted by the sever I 
Boards of Guardians, appears to have been suggested by the Commissioners and 
has been very nearly the same in every part of Ireland. Each Board, immediately 
after its first election under the Act, appointed a committee to inquire into existing 
surveys and valuations, with a view to ascertain whether any of them were anif 
able or sufficient for the purposes of the Poor Relief Act. In all the Unions whicli 
we have visited, any former valuations which existed were found inadequate for the 
purposes of the poor-rate, either in consequence of their having omitted particular 
classes of property, or from other causes which rendered it necessary to resort to 
a new Valuation of the rateable property within the Union. 

Each Board of Guardians advertised for valuators, and received tenders for coin 
pleting the Valuation. The tenders were generally numerous, and the valuators 
were selected by a vote of the Board. In some cases three valuators were ap- 
pointed. Sometimes there were two, and in many Unions one person was an- 
pointed sole valuator. 

The Boards always adopted the step of appointing a committee of Guardians 
to watch the progress of the Valuation, to assist the valuators with their local 
knowledge, and to revise the Valuation before its final adoption for the purpose of 
the poor-rate. In a great many Unions the valuators were directed to lay before 
the Board, specimen sheets of the Valuation of one division or district, for its 
approval. In general the Boards approved of the specimen produced, but some- 
times considered it too high, and suggested a lower scale of Valuation. However 
it was suggested by the Poor Law Commissioners (and it appears to have been a 
teehng very generally, hut not universally, entertained amongst the Boards of 
Guardians) that as the valuators would have to sustain the Valuation before the 
magistrates, in case of appeals against it, any interference or alteration without the 
sanction of his opinion, was to he avoided. In the majority of cases, though altera- 
tions were suggested in the progress of the Valuation, they were seldom insisted 
on by the Guardians without the approbation of the valuators

Nevertheless it is stated bv fuZy reduct ‘™ s t0 whic h the valuator did not accede, 
eless, is stated by Guardians, both ex-officio and elected, that the Valua- 
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tion, even as reduced, is still on a higher scale, and nearer the rents than the 
Valuations of other Unions. (See Appendix, Naas Report.) In the Union of 
Dundalk there were two valuators appointed, one for the town and the other for the 
rural districts. The Valuation of the latter was rejected by the Board, who re- 
solved that a new one should be framed, founded on Griffith’s Valuation. (See 
Appendix, Dundalk Report.) 

With these exceptions the Boards and their valuators appear to have finally 
concurred in the adoption of the Valuations. 

The Valuations must be looked on as the work of the Boards of Guardians and their 
valuators. The Commissioners, as already observed, expressed an opinion that the 
law cast the responsibility of making the Valuation primarily upon the Boards of 
Guardians, and that it was only in excepted cases that it was the duty of the 
Commissioners to take the valuation out of their hands. The course thus pursued 
has been attended with some marked consequences. 

On the one hand the work of the valuation has proceeded in all parts of Ireland 
with the greatest cordiality and zeal on the part of the Boards. They have found 
an interest in a work which they have felt to be their own. In the majority of the 
Unions great good will appears to have prevailed on the subject, amongst the mem- 
bers of the Boards ex-ojjicio and elected. With few exceptions the valuation pro- 
ceedings have been carried on and brought to a conclusion to the general satisfac- 
tion of all. Ex-officio Guardians, elected Guardians, and rate-payers, are generally 
satisfied with their valuations. 

On the other hand, the tendency to a low valuation has been in full operation. 
The valuations to poor rate having been looked on as the probable foundation on which 
other taxes will be eventually levied, both the landlords and the tenants of every Union 
were, in this respect, interested that their valuation should be at least as low as any 
other. The operation of the 74th section of the Poor Relief Act, regulating the 
distribution of the tax between landlord and tenant according to the relation which 
the valuation bears to the rent, has also had its influence in promoting, among those 
who are tenants, a wish for a low valuation ; and, independently ot any immediate 
interest to tenants, an impression seems to prevail among the latter, that the 
valuation will in some manner influence the letting of land, and this has had 
some weight with the majority of the Guardians, and rate-payers. 

The plan of revision, by which the Guardians of each electoral division, some- 
times assisted by the attendance and advice of the rate-payers, became the Com- 
mittee for revising the valuation of the division, has had an important effect. 
There has been a degree of competition between the electoral divisions for a low 
valuation. The rents of the proprietor in the Union who lets at the lowest rate 
have sometimes become a mark, above which it was considered that the valuation 
of the electoral division in which his property was situate, ought not to be raised, 
and to that level all the other electoral divisions felt themselves entitled to be reduced. 

2. Test of Value adopted , and Comparison with Letting V alue. 

Comparing the evidence received in all the agricultural districts which have 
been visited in the progress of the inquiry, it appears that the principle of making 
the “fair rent” the test by which the valuation of land was to be regulated, 
has been almost universally adopted in every part of the country. The “ rack- 
rent,” which can be obtained in Ireland by exposing a farm to competition, has 
been invariably repudiated as a test of value. Though there exist differences of 
opinion as to what is a fair rent, yet all classes, landlords as well as tenants, appear 
to concur in opinion that the rack-rent is not to be thought of as a test. ** Not 
the utmost that a solvent tenant can be got to pay, but the fair rent,” is a common 
phrase in expressing the criterion to which the valuators and the Guardians are 
desirous to adhere. 

In Ireland the letting price of land has been raised by the great competition that 
prevails, so much beyond the amount which would leave the tenant reasonable 
remuneration, that it is not looked on as any criterion of its reasonable value, 
which is the test that the whole public appear to have adopted with one consent 
as the basis of the Poor Law Valuation. 

The evidence which we have received in the several Unions exhibits in a strong 
point of view the circumstances in the condition of property in Ireland, which 
render any test of value, depending on the letting price of land, subject to so much 
uncertainty.

There is not in any part of Ireland any fixed letting price of land. If the re 
at which the landlord who lets at the lowest rate in a Union be ascertained th 
rents of other landlords in the same Union are found to exceed it by such various 
per centages that it is impossible to determine what is the letting* price in the 
district. The highest of those rack-rents is considered too extravagant to he 
test of value. Competition among tenants has made many of them submit to n av 
rents which nothing but the sacrifice of nearly the whole produce of the soil to the 
landlord can enable them to pay. By contenting themselves with a bare subsist- 
ence on potatoes, and devoting the whole residue of the produce to the payment of 
the landlord, tenants pay such rents; and if the letting value is to be measured bv 
the letting price, these rents are evidence of the price that will be charged bv land- 
lords and paid by tenants. 1 

The rent which will be thus paid for land in Ireland by tenants who submit to those 
privations, is limited only by their capacity to obtain it from the soil. That 
capacity to pay is itself uncertain ; it depends on the energy and skill of the par- 
ticular tenant, on the contingency of favourable or unfavourable seasons, and on 
the watchfulness with which the agent of the landlord collects from him at fairs 
and markets the price of his produce as he sells it : the “ reasonable expectation” 
ol the payment of the rent depending on these circumstances, makes the applica- 
tion of the test in the Poor Relief Act extremely difficult in its literal sense. The 
Guardians and valuators have, as we have stated, interpreted that test to mean the 
“fair rent;” and they probably would have found it very difficult to frame valua- 
tions by so uncertain a criterion as the letting price of land. “ The landlord can get 
whatever he chooses to put on the land,” is the statement of a Guardian in a northern 
Union.— (Appendix ; Coleraine, Mr. Orr, E. G.) “ The people are satisfied to live 
on dry potatoes, and pay double the value,” is the observation of a valuator in the 
south —(Appendix First Report, Fermoy, p. 84.) « The rent is 11. on one side 
of a fence and 21. on the other,” are the statements of valuators and Guardians 
m Connaught.— (Appendix, Ballinasloe, Mr. Cooper ; Athlone, Mr. King.) The 
rents which men pay, and continue to pay, are “ no criterion,” is the opinion 
delivered by the Board of one of the midland Unions of Leinster. — (Appendix, 
Jidenderry, Answers of Board.) “There are exorbitant rents paid far beyond 
what could be set on the land, attending to a fair valuation between man and man,” 
is the statement of the valuator of Rathdown.— (Taylor, Appendix, Rathdown.)

Twelve of the Unions which have been visited in the progress of the inquiry, lie Unions in Ulster. 
in the province of Ulster. The valuations there are always below the rack rents, 
hut appear to he nearly on a level with rents charged by those proprietors who 
allow such an interest to their tenants as enables them to maintain a certain 
decree of comfort and respectability. The tenant-right of farms held under these 
proprietors may he disposed of at 10/. to 20/. an acre. 

Thus in Londonderry Union it was stated that the valuation is near the rents Londonderry Union, 
charged on the estate of one of the London Companies. (Sir Robert Ferguson, 

Chairman, Appendix, Londonderry.) But it is lower than Lord Templeinore’s 
rents. (Lithgow and Thompson, valuators, ibid?) “Knows an estate about five 
miles from Londonderry, in the county of Donegal, which has been let on lease for 
about 1550/., and the valuation is about 6 or 7 per cent, under the rent.” — (Sir 
R. Ferguson, Chairman, ibid .) 

In the Newtown Limavady Union, which occupies parts of the counties of Lon- Newtown Lima- 
donderry and Antrim, it was stated that the valuation is on a level with the rents vad - v Umon - 
on the estate of one of the London Companies (the Fishmongers’ Company.) It 
was also stated that those rents are lower than those of other proprietors. (Gather, 
ex-officio Guardian, Appendix, Newtown Limavady.) But a large proprietor, the 
Marquis of Waterford, lets at rents which are below the valuation. The difference 
beinw caused by the valuator having added a small sum for the value of the house 
on each farm. (Mr. Given, ex-officio Guardian, ibid.) 

In Coleraine Union the valuator states that “ in a high letting neighbourhood Coleraine Union, 
he found it easy to satisfy the tenants with his valuation, because the valuation is 
below the rent, hut in a low letting neighbourhood found it difficult, because it is 
above the rents.’" (Cathcart, valuator, Appendix, Coleraine.) “ Where tenants 
live on potatoes and buttermilk, the valuation is one-third to one-fourth below the 
rent paid lie “ could not consider the rents paid by them as the fair value of the 
laud,” (Same witness.) But speaking of the rents paid on the Richardson estate 
“ where the tenants, except those who have very small spots of land, can live very 
respectably, make a respectable appearance as to clothing, ride to market, and pay 
their rents with ease lie considers those rents “ one criterion of letting value.” 

(Same witness, ibid.) 

In Dungannon Union some large proprietors were mentioned whose rents “ are Dungannon Union, 
about the same as the valuation. Those proprietors let their land fairly.” (Wilson, 
valuator, Appendix, Dungannon.) Another considerable proprietor was mentioned 
whose rents are above the valuation, and “ small proprietors let higher.” (Mr. 

Wilson, valuator, ibid.) “ A farm let at the valuation would bring 10/. to 12/. for 
the tenant-right.” (Same witness.) 

In Castlederg Union, which lies entirely within the county of Tyrone, it was Castlederg Union, 
stated that “ the valuation is almost a balance on the letting rents on Lord Aber- 
corn’s property.” (Montgomery, valuator; Appendix, Castlederg.) But it “is 
one-fourth or one-fifth under the rents on recent lettings on small properties. 

(Same witness, ibid.) “ On the townland of Scavaghun the rents are 314/. ; his 
valuation of those lands is on the same scale as on Lord Abercorn’s property, and 
amounts to 262/.” (Same witness, ibid.) 

In Kilkeel Union, which lies entirely within the county of Down, the valuator K.lkeel Union, 
states that his valuation is perhaps “ 5 per cent, higher than the rents on Lord 
Kilmorey’s estate,” and “ from 10 to 15, and in some instances, 20 per cent below 
the rents on other estates in the Union,” and is “ in general below the rents paid 
on late lettings.” (Wilson, valuator ; Appendix, Kilkeel.) Another witness states 
that “ in general, except on some parts of the Kilmorey estate, the rents are higher 
than the valuation.” (Boyd, ibid.) Such is the competition for land among tenants 
that “ land let at the same rate as the valuation would bring 20/. an acre for the 
tenant-right.” (Wilson, valuator, ibid.) 

. In Lurgan Union, which is partly in the county Armagh, partly in Down, and Lurgan Union, 
partly in Antrim, land let at the valuation will bring from 10/. to 15/. an acre for 
the tenant-right. (Whiteside, valuator. Appendix to First Report.) 

In Banbridge Union, county of Down and county of Armagh, the valuator drew Banbridge Union, 
a distinction between the rents at which “ noblemen and large landed proprietors ’ 
let then* estates, and those charged by other landlords. He states, that his V alua- 
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tion coincided in many cases with the rents actually paid to the former, but in ev 
instance is less than the rack-rent. (Wilson, valuator ; Appendix, Banbrido-e 

In Lisburn Union, county of Down and county of Antrim, the valuators made 
similar distinction between the rents charged by landlords whose estates are not 
extensive, and those of large proprietors. He states that his Valuation is below th 
former, and about the same as the latter. He “ did not put on such a rent as could 
be obtained on competition for the land.” (M ‘Arthur, valuator; Appendix 
Lisburn.) ’ 

In Armagh Union the valuator spoke of three distinct rates of rent, with which 
he compared his Valuation. He states, that although there are some small pro- 
prietors who let their land reasonably, yet he considers that the large proprietors 
let at a more reasonable rate ; and the rent charged when lands are sub-let is still 
higher than the rate which small proprietors require. He states, that where land 
was sub-let at 21. an acre, he valued it at 1/. ; where a “ small proprietor” let land 
at 80a-. an acre, he valued it at 1/. ; and he states, that large proprietors (and 
some small proprietors who let reasonably) let at rents which are nearly the same as 
his valuation. 

In the rural districts of Belfast Union, one portion of which is in the county of 
Down, the other in the county of Antrim, ‘the valuators considered the rent paid 
in the townland where one of them resided, a “ fair” one, and valued according to that 
standard throughout. (Orr, valuator ; Appendix to First Report, p. 52 .) R 
appeared that whenever the rent and the valuation coincided, the tenant-rioht would 
sell for 10/. an acre. (Ilid.) The Valuation is. in some parts of the Onion', 30 
per cent, below the rack-rent. (Ibid) 

Cootehill Union is situated partly in the county of Cavan and partly in Monao-hau. 
The valuator of the Union succeeded in ascertaining the rents and made a valuation 
in many instances very near the amount of them. There are a considerable number 
of proprietors in this Union who are stated to let at “ fair rents,” but where a town- 
land was described to be let at a “ rack rent,” it was found to be about one half more 
than the valuation. (Cornelius, Appendix, Cootehill.) There appears to be a very 
general correspondence between tire rents charged by a great many of the pro- 
prletors in this Union and the valuation. (See Comparison of Rents and Valua- 
tion, Report, Cootehill.)

Seven of the Unions visited are chiefly situate in the province of Connaught, and 
the adjoining county of Clare. 

In Sligo Union the valuator stated “that the valuation is from 15 to 25 per 
cent under the rents.” — (Hughes, valuator; Appendix, Sligo.) -The Chairman 
of the Board states “ that the valuation is about 15 per cent, under what he con- 
siders ‘ the fair letting-value/ and from 15 to 25 per cent, under the actual rent— 
("Ir. O’Hara, Chairman of Board, Appendix, Sligo.) 

In Baliinasloe Union, which occupies parts of the counties of Galway and Ros- 
common, the valuator states that “ the valuation and the rents paid by Lord Clan- 
caity s tenants are nearly equal; believes the most of his tenants are registered 
electors ; knows land under one landlord let for 1/. per acre, and land of the same 
value at the other side of the fence let at from 30a-. to 40a-.” The valuation is in 
general 10 to 12§ per cent, below the average actual rents. — (Cooper, valuator; 

ppend’x, Baliinasloe.) Land let at the same rate as the valuation will bring 8/. 
to iU/. an acre for the tenant’s interest.— (Same Witness, ibid.) 

n Athlone the valuator states the valuation “ to he about 10 per cent, under the 
actuul rent. —(Mr. Hughes, valuator; Appendix, Athlone.) The Vice-Chairman 
o le 13 oar ([states “ that the valuation of Taghmaconnell electoral division is to 
ie rent as 70 or 75 to 100.”— (Mr. Gaynor, Vice-Chairman; Appendix, Athlone.) 
Another Guardian states that “ the net annual value is fully 25 per cent, under 
the actual rent, but that lie sees some holdings valued nearly 35 per cent, under the 
actuai rent. Hie lettings to which he refers are from year to year.— (Mr. Grey, ex- 
offiew Guardian, Appendix, Athlone.) Another Guardian “ thinks that the valu-

In Loughrea Union, in the county of Galway, it was stated by the agent of consi- 
derable estates in the county, that he « is well acquainted with the vafue of land in 
6 Un J° n » , !ie considers the valuation is high, and in some instances higher than 
the rent at winch a landlord, looking to his own interest, the comfort of his tenantry, 
cm improvement and security of his property, would let his land.” 

—(Mr. .Birmingham, Appendix, Loughrea.) An ex-officio Guardian of the Union 
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concurred ill that opinion. (Mr. Farrell, ibid.) Nevertheless, in the greater Third Report. 
number of instances the valuation is lower than the actual rent. (Walsh, ibid?) Anri — 

i; some few landlords do not exact as high rents as they might obtain.” (Smith, ibid.) 

In Gort Union, county of Galway and county of Clare, the valuator states toting value. 
‘•'that only in a few instances was the valuation higher than the rent; those were Vvio»i7Icon- 
cases of old leases. The average of the valuation is considerably lower than the naught. 
actual rent.” (Bell, valuator; Appendix, Gort.) One of the’ Guardians is of GortUl ~ 
opinion that the valuation bears the same proportion to the average of the actual (partly in Con- 
reuts that 1/. bears to 25s-., or nearly so.” (Mr. Lai 1 iff, elected Guardian, ibid.) na,l = 1,t - ) 

Another Guardian “ thinks the valuation is much below the actual rents, in manv 
cases 25 per cent, below the rents.” (Mr. Rosengrave, elected Guardian ; Appendix, 

Gort.) 

In Castlerea Union, the valuator states that the valuation, generally speaking, on Casilevea Union, 
the large estates in the Union, is fully up to the actual rents ; but the rents of small 
proprietors and middlemen exceed the valuation, the latter being about 30 per cent, 
lower than their rents. (Gaffney, Valuator ; Appendix, Castlerea.) And one of 
the Guardians “ considers that the valuation is about 13 per cent, below what 
the land would bring if it were set up to competition. (Irwin, elected Guardian; 

Appendix, Castlerea.) 

In Scariff Union, county Clare and county Galway, the valuation was below the Scariff Union 
rent in almost every instance. One large proprietor however was mentioned, whose naught.)" ° n ' 
rents were nearly the same as the Valuation. (Sampson, valuator ; Appendix to 1st 
Report, p. 65.) The Chairman of the Board stated, that in general the original 
Valuation was considerably lower than the rent (Mr. Purdon, ibid., p. 69.) And 
it was afterwards reduced. (Report, Scariff, ibid., p. 62.) 

Nineteen of the Unions visited are situated wholly or in part in the province of Unions in Munster. 
Munster. 

In Kilmallock Union, the greater part of which lies within the county of Lime- KilmaUcck Union, 
rick, the Board appears to have suggested a test of value to the valuators. When 
two electoral divisions had been valued, the Board took them into consideration, 
and passed a resolution that “the standard of value was too high, and that the rule 
generally adopted of taking a third from the gross produce, including all charges, 
use of capital, &c., had been found to give much satisfaction.” — (Minute Book, 

19th October, 1839, Appendix, Kilmallock.) The valuator’s were therefore 
requested to revise and modify the valuation of the two electoral divisions then 
valued, and they promised “ to pay attention to the wishes of the Board, as their 
only object was to make a fair and bona jide valuation.” (Ibid.) The valuator, 
when examined in the progress of our inquiry, stated that he lowered a part of the 
valuation then completed, upon re-considering it, but that he did not lower or alter 
the standard of his valuation, in consequence of the resolution of 19th October. He 
stated that in valuing the land he “ considered what it ought in fairness to be let 
for from year to year to a person paying, in addition to the rent, all taxes, except 
tithe, and the expense of keeping the land as he found it.” — (Roche, valuator; 

Appendix, Kilmallock.) “He thinks that the rent to be fair, as he understands 
the word, ought to be such as would leave the tenant one-third of what would be a 
rack-rent for the same land.” (Ibid. p. 5.) He means by a rack-rent such a 
rent as the tenant cannot pay out of the produce of the land, without confining 
himself to bare subsistence, and depriving himself of every comfort and conveni- 
ence.” (Ibid.) He added “ that some tenants within the Union, holding only 
two or three acres, and paying between 3 1. and 4/. an acre, contrive to pay the rent 
and live, but they live very poorly, indeed quite miserably.” (Ibid.) “ Such a 
rent, therefore, was not his test, but he thought that the fair rent for a tenant, 
without capital, is about the utmost that can be got from a tenant with capital.” 

C hhid .) Comparing the rents paid in this Union with the valuation, it appears 
that his valuation is, in the majority of instances, lower. The valuator thinks 
“ that the effect of his valuation, taking one part of the Union with another, is to 
throw three-fifths, or very nearly three-fifths, of the poor-rate on the landlord, 
leaving the other two-fifths, or a little more, to be borne by the tenant.” — (Ibid.) 

Kanturk Union is partly in the county of Cork and partly in Kerry. Three Kanturk Union.' 
valuators were appointed who made a joint valuation. Two of them are extensive 
farmers ; they stated that “ the test of value which they adopted was without any 
reference to the rent actually paid, or which might be obtained ; but after forming 
a n estimate of the value of the produce of a farm, they took the average of the 
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prices for the last three years, and struck the value from such average allowing 
a reasonable remuneration to the tenant for his labour and expenditure.” (Mui> 
pliy and Sheehan, valuators ; Appendix, Kanturk). With regard to the rents 
actually obtained by landlords, they stated that they had made a comparison of 
their valuation with the rent actually paid, wherever they could obtain it, and 
they found, “ that the rent was in some cases one-half, and always a great deal 
higher than the valuation, except on the estate ot Lord Arden and that of Lord 
Lismore.” They state that “ there are some other owners in fee whose rents 
are not much higher than the value, but that the greatest portion of the Union is 
in the hands of middlemen who set their lands far beyond the value.” (Murphy 
and Sheehan, valuators ; Appendix, Kanturk). 

In Macroom Union, in the county of Cork, three valuators were appointed, who 
made a joint valuation. With regard to the relation which the actual rents are 
found to bear to the valuation, they stated that “competition lias raised the market 
price at least 30 per cent, above what a solvent tenant can afford to pay, reserving 
reasonable remuneration for his time, labour, and capital (O’Leary, Good, and 
Sullivan, valuators ; Appendix, Macroom) ; and the valuation is at least 20 per 
cent, under the rent of small farms, and 10 per cent, under the rent of laro-e 
farms.” {Ihid) 

The valuators of the rural districts of the Cork Union stated that the competition 
for land had “ raised the market price of land above what a solvent tenant could 
afford to pay, reserving a reasonable remuneration for his time, capital, and 
labour ; ” the latter was the test which they adopted. (Halanan and Ahern , valuators ; 
Appendix, Cork.) 

The valuator of Listowel Union, which occupies parts of the counties of Cork 
and Kerry, was the same person who had valued the Cashel Union. He stated that 
his standard of value was “ not the rack-rent, nor the utmost that could be got 
from a solvent tenant, but a fair and reasonable rent, calculated on the average 
rents for the last 10 or 20 years, paid by tenants able to meet the demands upon 
them.” (O’Brien, valuator ; Appendix, Listowel.) He stated that in every instance 
he instituted a comparison between his valuation and the rents paid, and that “ it 
differed very little from the rent obtained even on recent settings from the occupy- 
ing tenant to the owner in fee, but that it was occasionally one-third under, one-half, 
and even less than one-half of the rent obtained by middlemen from their under- 
tenants.” (O’Brien, valuator; Appendix, Listowel.) 

In Dunmanway Union, the whole of which lies within the county of Cork, the 
valuation was compared with the rents which landlords receive in that district, 
and the result of that comparison was thus stated : — “ In a very few instances, and 
those principally where tenants held under old leases, the valuation is as high as 
the rent ; but iu by far the greater portion the valuation is below the rent, in some 
cases nearly one-third, when the lands were held under middlemen.” (Pattison, 
valuator ; Appendix, Dunmanway.) 

Comparing the rents received by the landlords in the Union of Cashel, with the 
valuation, it appears that the letting rents of different proprietors exceed it by 
various per centages. The difference between the rents and valuation of small 
holdings is stated to be 25 per cent. (Mr. Long, ex-officio Guardian ; Appendix, 
Cashel.) The “valuation is as high as the rent ought to be, but not any tiling 
like as high as the rent charged to the tenants.” (Mr. Keating, ex-officio 
Guardian, ibid) 

In Thurles Union the letting rents on different estates appear also to vary consi- 
derably, and the valuation is stated by the valuator to differ from the rent by various 
per centages. He gives one instance of a landed proprietor whose rental amounts to 
5000/. or 6000/. a year, and whose rents exceed the valuation by about 7 or 8 per 
cent. He gives another instance of a landlord whose rental amounts to 300/. a 
year, whose rents exceed the valuation by 15 per cent. (Leahy, valuator; Ap- 
pendix. Thurles.) The Chairman of the Board, an ex-officio Guardian of tbe 
Union, states, “ that in the part of the Union that he is acquainted with, the 
valuation is 25 per cent, under the fair letting value.” Another Guardian states, 

“ that tIie valuation is 15 to 20 per cent, under the value, and 20 to 25 per cent, 
under the rents. (Mr. Maher ; Appendix, Thurles.) 

Comparing the valuation with the rents in the Union of Tipperary, it is stated 
by the agent of a landed proprietor to be 25 per cent, below the rents at which 
landlords, who are not considered to exact very exorbitant rents, would let. (Mr. 
Bolton ; Appendix, Tipperary.) 
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In Lismore Union, in the county of Waterford, two valuators were appointed, one Third Report. 
of whom had previously been employed upon the local valuation of the county of Comparison mth 
Waterford. They adopted, to a certain extent, the system which had been used letting value . 
in that valuation. ' They fixed a value of 45a-. an acre on certain lands near Lis- Unions in Munster . 
more, and 506-. for certain lands near Tal low. This being agreed on as the maximum, — — 

they valued other lands by comparison with those, using a graduated scale down- Lismore Union, 
wards. (Waters, valuator ; Appendix, Lismore.) Comparing the rents paid to pro- 
prietors in this Union with the valuation, they appear to be in general considerably 
above it. The valuator states that “ his valuation, generally speaking, is 20 per 
cent, under the rents on recent lettings,” except where the Duke of Devonshire is 
the landlord. (Waters, valuator; Appendix, Lismore.) The Chairman of the

Duke of Devonshire has let.” ( Ibid .) Another ex -officio Guardian stated the 

relation which the rents generally bear to the Valuation, at the same per centage as 
the chairman. (Mr. Gumbletou ; Appendix, Lismore.) 

The whole of Dungarvan Union lies in the county of Waterford. Comparing Dungarvan Union, 
the rents which landlords receive in this Union with the Valuation, it was stated by 
the valuator that “ he found a great variety of rents in the Union. Some he consi- 
dered rack-rents, and very high rack-rents.” And “ the valuation is 20 per cent, 
under the rents.” (Langley, valuator ; Appendix, Dungarvan.) (Ibid?) But “in 
very few cases under the rents paid to the Duke ot Devonshire.” ( Ibid .) 

In Waterford Union the valuator states that “ the rents throughout the Union Waterford Union 
are high, and some of them enormously high, particularly in the neighbourhood of (rural districts). 
Tramore and, “ generally speaking, the valuation in high takes is 20 per cent, 
under the rents.” (Lymberry, valuator ; Appendix, Waterford.) The difference 
between the letting value aud the Valuation is stated by one Guardian to be 15 
percent. (Mr. Morris; Appendix, Waterford, p. 6); by other Guardians, 10 per 
cent. (Mr. Dobyn, Mr. Bogan, Ibid.) “ From 15 to 20 per cent, under the letting 
rents.” (Mr. Gamble, Ibid.) 

In Carrick-on-Suir Union, parts of which lie in the counties of Tipperary, Camck-on-Smr 
Waterford, and Kilkenny, the valuator stated that “ the lands are generally over- 
let on account of the competition. He was never guided by. the rent in forming 
his estimate.” (Walsli, valuator; Appendix, Carrick-on-Suir.) The Valuation 
is “ under the rents, except on the estates of Lord Waterford and Lord Ormonde. 

He thinks “ it would be more for the interest of the landlord, as well as the 
tenant, if the lands were let more near his Valuation.” (Same witness. Ibid.) 

“The Valuation is generally below the rents paid.” (Mr. Anthony, elected Guardian ; 

Appendix, Carrick-on-Suir.) 

The valuators of the rural districts of Clonmel Union stated, that m consequence Clonmel (rural dis- 
of the various rates at which different landlords let, it would be impossible to make ricIS >- 
a valuation which would agree with the rents.

The valuator of Newcastle Union, county of Limerick, stated the relation be- ewcas e nion. 
tween his Valuation and the rents paid in each electoral division of the Union ; hom 
which it appears, according to his statement *, that the actual rents, including those 
paid under old leases, vary from 25 per cent, under the Valuation (these are ren.s 
paid under very old leases) to a rate considerably above it. In the electoral divi- 
sion of Killagholehane, where there are late lettings, “ the net value is much lower 
than the new lettings.” (Wilson, valuator ; Appendix, Newcastle.) 

In Rathkeale Union, in the same county, the valuator states, that “ the net annual Rathkeale Union, 
value” fixed by him is not the utmost that could be got from a solvent tenant, tiie 
competition for land is so great that, generally speaking, 10s. an acre more than le 
value fixed by him can he got for land in the Union. In one instance land valued 
by him at 35s. was let a few days afterwards for 50s.” (Potter, valuator. Appen- 
dix, Rathkeale.)

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In Limerick U nion, county of Limerick and county of Clare, the same person 
valued both the city and the rural districts. _ Speaking of the latter he says, that it 
“ frequently happens that where the land in two adjoining farms is of the same 
intrinsic value, a high rent per acre is paid for one, and a low, or comparatively a 
low, one for the other.” lie was never guided by the amount of rent paid by the 
tenant, hut took what was a “ fair rent for him to pay.” (Creaghe, valuator ; Ap- 
pendix, Limerick.) A Guardian of the Union, who is agent for a landed proprietor, 
states, with regard to the rents received by him, that “ he receives upon the , 
whole about 3.s. per English acre more than the net annual value of the tenements 
as fixed by the valuator.” (Mr. Allan ; Appendix, Limerick. 

In Bandou Union, county of Cork, as in other places, “ there is a great difference 
between the rents of large and small holdings, the rents of small holdings being 
25 per cent, and upwards over those ot large.” (Sealy, valuator ; Appendix to 
First Report, p. 77.) The valuators valued the whole as if let in large farms. 
(Ibid.) One of the valuators, himself a very extensive farmer, stated that the or- 
dinary class of tenants give rents very much above the value. (Ibid .) . “ In some 
parts of the Union there is a large class of such tenants who, by living in a less 
comfortable manner, pay rents that they, the valuators, would not pay ; those rents 
are from 2s. to 3s., or 4s., an acre over the valuation.” (Gash, valuator; Ibid. 
p. 76.) 

In Fermoy Union, county of Cork, it was stated, that “ from the way in which 
the people generally live, they pay rents much higher than what they, the valuators, 
considered the value. In some instances they pay one-third more than the value, 
and in some instances they pay double the value.” (0‘Brien, valuator ; Appendix 
to First Report, p. 84.) “ There are a great many more rents over the valuation 

than under.” (Ibid.) The rents of a large portion of this Union had been ascer- 
tained by the valuators, and taken down in their field books. On referring to the 
return of all the rents so ascertained, it will be found that they are almost univer- 
sally above the valuation, exceeding it by various per centages on the estates of 
different proprietors.” (Appendix to First Report, p. 86 to 1.32.) 

Fourteen of the Unions visited are situated wholly or in part in the province of 
Leinster. In the Union of Gorey, in the county of Wexford, comparing the Valua- 
tion with the rents, a distinction is drawn by the valuator between the “ usual letting 
value with good landlords and the rate at which lands are let when proposals for let- 
ting are taken.’’ The difference between the latter class of rents and the Valuation 
being 25 per cent., while that between the Valuation and the rents of “ good 
landlords” is only 10 per cent. (Ibid). He thinks that if a farm were let on lease 
at the Valuation, the tenant’s interest would sell for from 57. to 71. per acre. (Ibid.) 

In the Union of Roserea, which occupies parts of the King’s County, the 
Queen’s County, and Tipperary, the valuator states the difference between 
his Valuation and the rack-rent at 25 per cent., and he knows instances in which 
a rack-rent of 50 per cent, over the Valuation is charged (Scroope, valuator ; 
Appendix, Roserea.) One of the Guardians represents it as being from 15 
to 20 per cent, below the fair letting value, and adds that his idea of the fair letting 
value is this, “ that if a man had a lease at what he conceives to be the fair letting 
value he would get 8/. and 107. an acre for his bargain.” (Captain Smith ; Appendix, 
Roserea.) 

Edenderry Union is partly in the King’s County, partly in Kildare, and partly 
in Meath. Comparing the Valuation with the rents in this Union, it Avas stated, 
with reference to the case of large farms, that a holding of an extent between 200 
and 300 acres, the rent of Avhich Avas 37. an acre, Avas valued at about the same 
amount, although a large fine Avas offered and refused for it, held at that rent. It 
is stated, that a solvent tenant Avould on an average give 10s. an acre more for the 
lands than they are valued at. (Mr. Wolstenholme ; Appendix, Edenderry.) 

In Rathdrum Union, in the county of Wicklow, the valuator states liis Valuation 
to be 10 per cent. beloAv the rents reserved generally on recent lettings. This 
estimate of the valuator is confirmed by the Chairman of the Board, and by two 
other Guardians. (Appendix, Rathdrum.) 

In Naas Union, which occupies portions of the counties of Kildare, Dublin, and 
WickloAv, there AA r as but one valuator, a surveyor by profession, whose principal oc- 
cupation was the valuation of property. “ He endeavoured to make his valuation as 
nearly as possible Avhat a landlord ought to take from his tenant ; he valued as if he had 
been employed by a landlord. The rent Avhich a landlord ought to take is one-fifth 
less than the rack-rent, or, as he defined it, the highest rent that will he offered 
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by any one intending to pay it. (Vaughan, valuator ; Appendix, Naas.) Compar- 
ing the Valuation with the actual rent, the valuator states that “ the rents vary so 
much that the rent is sometimes above and sometimes below the Valuation ; but 
when tenauts hold under middlemen, the rents are much higher.” If the value of 
the houses were taken off', the Valuation would in general be below the reuts charged 
upon lute lettings ; it would be about the rents charged on the Duke of Leinster’s 
estate. On small holdings, the rents paid are so high that even the value of the 
house does not bring the Valuation up to the rent.” (Vaughan, valuator ; Appendix, 
Naas.) The valuator of this Union was complained of for having valued too high, 
and his Valuation was to some extent reduced by the Board. (See Appendix ; Naas 
Report.) One landed proprietor “ thinks that the Union is valued fully up to the 
rents; it is up to the rent on his own property.” (Mr. Carter, Appendix, Naas.) 
One of the Guardians states that, “ On his own property the Valuation is as high 
as the rent he receives, and, in many instances, above it. Mr. Vaughan’s Valuation 
was 10 per cent, and the revised Valuation is 5 per cent, above the rents paid on 
his estate. In one instance, where the rent was 200/., the Valuation was 250/. 
and the revised Valuation 225/.” (Mr. Mansfield, Guardian ; Appendix, Naas.) 

In Rathdown Union, which occupies parts of the counties of Dublin and Wick- 
low, a great portion of the land is occupied by a class of residences which the 
valuators denominate “ villa property.” The valuator, who is a civil engineer by 
profession, stated that lie valued “ villa property” according to the sum expended, 
allowing the proprietor an interest of 10 per cent, for his capital laid out oil the 
house, and valued the land about it according to the acreable scale of value which 
he had adopted in that locality.” Comparing the valuation with the actual rents of 
proprietors, lie stated that his valuation is above Lord Powercourt’s rent. “ But 
it is not a full valuation, or anything like a full valuation, according to the rents 
to be obtained from tenants who will pay, and continue to pay.” “ He knows 
there are exorbitant rents paid, far beyond what could be put on the land, accord- 
ing to a fair valuation between man and man.” (Taylor, valuator; Appendix, 
Rathdown.) He “never heard of any Union valued up to the letling value.” (Id.) 
He thinks that “if the Legislature insisted on the Guardians and the valuators valu- 
ing land according to the utmost rent that people coidd be got to pay, it would 
create great dissatisfaction..” (Id.) He is of opinion, “that the valuation of Rath- 
down is 30 per cent, nearer the real value, i. o., the value at which it ought to 
he let by a fair man for grazing cattle, or any other agricultural purpose, than any 
other Union lie is acquainted with.” (Taylor, valuator ; Appendix, Rathdown.) 

In Dundalk Union, county of Louth and county of .Armagh, “ the valuation is 
low compared with the rents.” (M‘Cann, valuator ; Appendix, Dundalk.) The 
rate of letting in the several electoral divisions of this Union are stated by the valua- 
tor in his evidence, and compared with the rents, which in general appear to vary 
from one-half to one-third above it. Nevertheless the valuator mentions an instance 
where land liad been lately let by a large landed proprietor at about the same rate 
as his valuation. In this case the land had been formerly held by lease, and sublet 
at 45s. and 50s. an acre : the lease having expired, the owner in fee let it to the oc- 
cupying tenants at 30s. This was about the same rate as the Valuation. (M'Cann, 
valuator ; Appendix, Dundalk.) 

InBalrothery Union, County Dublin, there was a difference of opinion as to whe- 
ther the Valuation was below the rent in a part of the Union, but it appeared to be 
the opinion of most of the Guardians, that throughout the Union the rent was above 
the Valuation. (Mr. Corbally, Chairman ; Mr. Dillon, Guardian; Appendix to 
First Report, p. 11.) 

In Parsonstown Union, King’s County and County Tipperary, where the 
valuators had compared the Valuation with the rents of an estate, over which one 
of them had been receiver, they found the rents one-third higher than the Valuation. 
(Abbott and Mitchell, valuators ; Appendix, First Report, p. 28.) 

In Longford Union the valuator considered his Valuation “ a fourth or a fifth 
lower than what the tenements would let for.” (Wallace, valuator ; Appendix to 
First Report, p. 18.) 

In Drogheda Union, which occupies parts of the counties of Louth and Meath, 
the valuation of the rural districts is stated by one of the elected Guardians “ to be 
a fair one, and something below ” what a solvent tenant would give, by about 4s. 
an acre. In no case is the valuation up to the rack-rent. In some instances the 
valuation is higher than the rent ; in such cases the land is held under old leases, 
oorae lands in the Union, valued at 35s., 6 d, under the Poor Law, would, if in the

letting value. The valuator of the rural districts of North Dublin Union also valued those of 

Unions in Leinster. South Dublin. With reference to the former, he states that in proceeding with the 
— valuation, he "put the same acreable value oil small farms as he had already put on 
large. Thinks it a bad plan to value small farms higher, on the ground that thev 
will fetch a higher rent ; therefore valued small farms at the same acreable rent 
as the large farms. Is aware that small farms bring a much higher rent, and that 
is the reason why the small farmers did not object to the valuation, the small farms 
bein^ valued much more under their rent than the large farms. Intended that it 
should be lower than the actual rent which a solvent tenant could pay. Is now 
speaking of the rent paid for large farms ; but the objections to the valuations of 
those large farms were so numerous, that lie is bound to think that he was nearer 
the rack-rent than he intended.” (Vaughan, valuator ; Appendix, North Dublin.) 
“ Confining himself to the highest rent that is constantly paid, thinks that his 
valuation is about one-fifth under that.” (Id.) With regard to the valuation of the 
class of property, called by valuators “ villa property,” he states that the letting of 
such houses is so uncertain, that no one can fix a value on them which can be con- 
sidered as certain. “The safest way is to be decidedly under the mark, so as to 
avoid objections.” (Id.) 

S ° U Unio Ublin ^ itl1 aspect to the valuation of the rural districts of South Dublin Union, 
(Rural Districts.) the same witness considers it higher than that of North Dublin by the acre, but 
not so near the rents. He had found so much opposition to his valuation in North 
Dublin, in consequence of its being high, that he reduced his scale 10 per cent, in 
valuing the rural districts of South Dublin. (Vaughan, valuator ; Appendix, South 
Dublin.) 

Several lists of rents and valuations will be found annexed to our separate 
Reports ; but from the difficulty of distinguishing the rents paid under old leases 
from late lettings, we found them an uncertain guide as to the relation of the 
valuation to the letting value. The proportion which the rental of a district bears 
to its letting value is necessarily dependent on the proportion of leases of old date, 
and leases tor which fines were given, which are outstanding It is found in 
many Unions that the average valuation of the tenements in a district does not 
amount to the average rent, even when tenements held under old leases are included 
with the rest in the calculation. (See Appendix ; Coleraine, Sligo, Athlone, Castle- 
rea, Dungarvan, Kilmallock, Newcastle, Ratlikeale, Fermoy.) 

3. Comparison of the Poor Law V aluations with Griffith’s Valuation. 

Griffith^valuation. T ^ a ^ n & state( ^ relation which the poor law valuations in different parts of 
— Ireland are stated to bear to the letting value, we proceed to state the relation which 
they appear to bear to the general valuation of Ireland for the purposes of the county 
cess, now in progress, commonly called “ Griffith’s Valuation” in those counties 
be r er ® the comparison could be made. An outline of the system pursued in 
framing that Valuation by Mr. Griffith will be found in the Appendix to this 
Keport, Part II. No direct comparison can he made between the two valuations, 
several classes of property being omitted in Griffith’s Valuation which are included 
m the valuation to poor-rate. Griffith’s Valuation is not intended to be in accord- 
ance with the actual letting value of the tenements, but is founded on an assumed 
6 & r Will. iv. c. scale of prices introduced into the Act 6 and 7 Will. IV. c. 84. the object being to 
obtain a relative valuation of all the Townlands in Ireland. 

A class of property, which is omitted in Griffith’s Valuation, are houses under the 
value of oL each. In this class is comprised nearly the whole of the ordinary class 
™ USeS ' . man Y townlands no houses appear valued in Griffith’s 
schedules. . 1 he omission of this class of houses makes a great difference in the 
total valuation of a Union in districts, where, as in the North, small farms prevail, 
and the number of such houses is very great. This omission also makes it 
difficult to institute a comparison between Griffith’s Valuation and that under the 
Poor Law. 

h° uses exceeding the value of 5/. are not inserted in Griffith’s Valuation at 
their full value, the Act having directed that one-third should be deducted for the 
purposes of the general Valuation. 

There was a disposition to compile their Valuations from that of Griffith in 
many of the Poor Law Unions in those counties where it existed it appeared to 
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supply a ready mode of making an estimate of the value of the Union, without the 
expense of making a new Valuation. It was considered that this could be done 
by taking Griffith’s valuation of the land and the houses in a townland, and apply- 
ing three corrections : one, to make the scale of Valuation of land correspond with 
the actual prices of agricultural produce ; a second, by adding 50 per cent, to the 
value of those houses which appear in Griffith’s schedules ; and a third, by making 
a new Valuation of all houses not valued by him, viz., those under the value of 5/. 
each. But it was eventually found necessary in all the Unions to resort to a new 
Valuation. 

In the Appendix to Cootehill Union will be found a return showing the rela- 
tion which the letting price charged by different landlords bears to Griffith’s 
Valuation. The following seven townlands will show the relation between Grif- 
fith’s Valuation and rents which are considered to belong to the class of rack rents.

Griffith’s Valuation appearing in the printed schedules by townlands, there is no 
opportunity of comparing it with the rack rents paid for particular holdings. The 
above are cases of whole townlands, portions of which are probably let at a higher 
rate than the rest. If the rack 'rents were compared with Griffith’s Valuation, by 
taking the highest rate in each townland, the per centage of excess over Griffith’s 
Valuation would be found to be greater. The principal landlords in this Union do 
not let at so high a rate. They are spoken of favourably as landlords, who let 
at low rents, and there is a remarkable correspondence, which is not generally 
found in other places, between the valuation and the rents of a large portion of this 
Union. 

The following cases of townlands, held at rents which the valuator considered 
fail-, afford an opportunity of comparing Griffith’s Valuation with the rents of 
those proprietors, on whose estates the tenant-right will bring from 10/. to 20/. 
an acre : —

(Cathcart, valuator ; Appendix, Cole- 
raine.) This refers to Griffith’s Valuation reduced to the scale in the Act. 

The valuator of Lisburn Union, situate in the counties of Down and Antrim, 
stated that he “ kept the valuation uniform by making it 25 per cent, above 
Griffith’s (reduced Valuation).” He added that “the time within which he was to 
complete the valuation was so short that he was unable to take any other means 
for securing uniformity.” (M‘ Arthur, valuator ; Appendix, Lisburn.) 

The valuator of Kilkeel Union, which is entirely within the county of Down, 
stated that there are 32,000 acres of mountain in the Union, which he “ left at 
Griffith’s valuation,’’ being merely a “ nominal value, not more than 2 d. or 3c?. an 
acre.” (Wilson, valuator ; Appendix, Kilkeel.) The same valuator stated that he 
had found that by adding about 30 per cent, to Griffith’s (reduced) Valuation of 
every townland for houses, improvements, &c. , he brings it to what he considers a 
« fair rent between landlord and tenant.” (Ibid) 

In Dundalk Union, the greater part of which is within the county of Louth, but 
which extends into Armagh, a Guardian stated that Griffith’s Valuation had been 
critically examined, and found to be uniform. (Mr. Barrett ; Appendix, Dundalk.) 
The valuator stated that “ Griffith’s Valuation, on the whole, is uniform but adds, 
that there are some inaccuracies, and that he knows of two townland s where land 
is, in the estimation of the people, worth 1/. an acre more than the others, and is 
valued 10.v. less. (Mr. M'Cann, Valuator; Appendix, Dundalk.) 

Drogheda Union is partly in the county of Louth and partly in Meath. The 
valuators state that their Valuation pretty nearly corresponds with Griffith’s, where 
the land is good ; but that in the Valuation of inferior soils, Griffith’s differs very 
much from theirs. Where a bad sub-soil lies under a rich surface, Mr. Griffith’s 
Valuation is stated by them to be low as compared with theirs. (Mr. Shiel, 
Valuator; Appendix, Drogheda.) 

A valuator, who has valued several Unions, stated that Griffith’s Valuation, 
wherever he has met with it, is about two-thirds of the fair rent. ITe considers that 
" in many cases it does not amount to half the rack-rent, and in other cases comes 
to within one-fourth of the rack-rent.” In his opinion there would be more 
appeals against it than against the poor-law Valuations, were it not for the circum- 
stance that it is on so low a scale that it is below every body’s rent, and therefore 
no individual has a case which appears to be sustainable when the Valuation of his 
tenement is to be compared with the letting value.” (Vaughan, valuator ; Appen- 
dix, North Dublin.) 

4. — Comparison of Prices paid for Tenant's Interest. 

The evidence from several Unions furnishes an opportunity of comparing the 
valuations by a reference to the price which will be paid by an incoming tenant 
for a farm held on lease at a rent on the same level as the valuation. It appears 
that in the Northern Unions a farm held at the valuation may be sold to an incom- 
ing tenant for sums varying from 10?. to 20?. an acre. 

Thus in Kilkeel Union, in the county of Down, the valuator, though his Valua- 
tion was “ a little more than what he considered the reasonable rent,” he stated 
that he was sure “ 20?. per acre would be given for the goodwill of land let at his 
Valuation.” (Wilson, valuator ; Appendix, Kilkeel.) 

In Cootehill Union, partly in the county Cavan and partly in Monaghan, a 
Guardian stated that “ competition has raised the price of land very high : — believes 
that 10?. to 20?. an acre would be given for the goodwill of land let at the Valua- 
tion.” (Mr. MTntosh ; Appendix, Cootehill.) 

In Dungannon Union the valuator stated that “ if a man were to become tenant 
to a farm at the value he (the valuator) put on it, he would get from 10?. to 
12?. an acre for his tenant-right.” (Robert Wilson, valuator; Appendix, Dun- 
gannon.) 

In Londonderry Union the Chairman stated that “ the electoral division of Burt 
has been rated by the valuators considerably below the sum at which it was let on 
lease a few years ago. The farms in that division are large, and sell at a premium, 
usually of from 8 to 10 years’ purchase.” (Sir R. Ferguson ; Appendix, London- 
derry.) 

In Lurgan Union, which occupies parts of the counties of Armagh, Down, and 
Antrim, the tenant’s interest in a farm held at the Valuation would bring 10?. an 
English acre or upwards. (Whiteside, valuator ; Appendix, First Report, p. 43.) 

g 
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Third Report. The Valuations of the other Unions in the north are similar in this respect. It 
Prices paid for will be observed that in all the cases above referred to, the tenant-right is spoken of 

tenant's interest, as the subject of sale, whether the tenant has a lease or not. This is a well-esta- 

UnionsHTcon- blislied customary right in the north. 

naught. There is similar evidence given by some of the witnesses respecting the Valua- 

tions in the Unions in Connaught. The valuator of the Ballinasloe Union, which 
is partly in Galway and partly in Roscommon, states that he has known from 8 /. 
to 10/. an acre paid for land subject to at least 11. an acre, and not held on lease 
although the same land is valued at not more than 1/. in the Valuation. (Cooper, 
valuator ; Appendix, Ballinasloe.) 

One of the Guardians of Gort Union, which is partly in the county of Galway 
mid partly in the county of Clare, stated that “ for the possession of small farms of 
about five acres, held at a fair rent, but not on lease, as much as 10/. is often given.” 
(Mr. M'Nevin ; Appendix, Gort.) 

Unions in Leinster. In the south the tenure of land is more uncertain, and the tenant’s interest does 
not in general appear to be saleable, unless he has a lease. But if a tenant holds 
by lease, at a rent as low as the valuation, he may sell his interest for a considerable 
sum. Taking the case of a Union in South Leinster, it is stated by the valuator of 
Gorey, in the county of Wexford, that, as a general rule, he thinks the different 
holdings would sell for from 51. to 11. per acre if let on lease at the Poor Law 
Valuation. (Clarke, valuator ; Appendix, Gorey.) 

Unions in Munster. In one of the Unions in Munster it was stated that no such practice as selling the 
goodwill, where the tenant has no lease, exists. (Appendix to First Report, Bandon, 
p. 78.) ; but in the Union of Thurles, in the county of Tipperary, a landed pro- 
prietor is mentioned in the evidence, with regard to whose property it was stated 
that a tenant, so long as he pays the rent and conducts himself properly, is never 
removed, and farms out of lease on his property will sell for as much as if there 
was a lease; they generally sell for 10/. to 12/, an acre, (Mr. Maher, guardian; 
Appendix Thurles.) The Poor Law Valuation is in some instances lower than the 
rents of that proprietor, ( Ibid .) A farm held on lease at the Valuation would sell, 
in the Union ol Cashel, for 10/. an acre. (Mr. Cooper, ex-officio Guardian ; Mr. 
LafFan, ex-officio Guardian ; Appendix, Cashel.)

The condition of property in Ireland, with regard to the letting price of land, 
is such, that if a valuation assuming the letting price to be the value, were en- 
forced, the poor-rate would fall with greater severity on the occupiers of small 
tenements than on those of large. 

Large farms bring- a lower acreable rent than small holdings. The latter, 
if exposed to competition, will often bring a rent of 21. and 31. an acre in a district 
where large farms oi the same quality are not let for more than two-thirds of 
that rent. A valuation, therefore, according to the letting price of the tenements, 
would be subject to tbis objection, that the humbler class of occupiers would be 
charged with an unequal proportion of the rate. 

Having rejected the letting price as a test, and assumed the fair rent as a 
criterion, the guardians and valuators have adjusted the burden with more equality. 
In a great many Unions the valuators fixed a fair acreable value for land of 
a certain quality, and then applied it to large and small tenements alike. The 
consequence lias been, that when the valuation is compared with the rents at which 
small tenements will let, it is found to he only one-half, and sometimes less, while 
the valuation of large tenements in the same Union approaches much more nearly 
to the actual rent. r 

lhus in Gorey Union, County of Wexford, the valuator stated, that there was 
a greater difference between the valuation and the rent of small holdings, than 
between those of large. (Clarke, valuator ; Appendix, Gorey.) 

In Rathdown Union, county of Dublin, and county Wicklow, the valuation of 
which is stated to be on a high scale compared with other Unions, the valuator 
adopted “the same acreable value for large and small holdings: “the effect of this 
fias been, that though the valuation is near the rent in the case of large holdings, 
leients of small holdings are about half as much more than the valuation, and 
the rents of still smaller holdings are double the valuation. (Mr. Taylor, valuator; 
Appendix, Rathdown.) 
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In like manner in Dundalk the valuator stated, that “ the rents increase as the Third Report. 
tenements decrease.” (M'Cann, valuator ; Appendix, Dundalk.) e „- 

The same peculiarity was observable in the Unions in Munster. The valuation forcing a valua- 
of Macroom Union in the county of Cork was stated to be 20 per cent, under the the letltn S 
rent of small holdings, and 10 per cent, under the rent of large farms. (Evidence ' 
of valuator; Appendix, Macroom.) 

In Fennoy Union in the county of Cork, the valuation of 2,368 tenements Dundalk, j\ia- 
subject to rents of hi. and upwards, was 71,829/. The total rental of the same croom and Fermoy 
tenements was 85,035/. showing the relation of the total valuation to the rental of Lnions * 
those tenements to be as 100 to 1184. But the total valuation of 1122 small 
tenements subject to rents not exceeding 5/. was 1,088/.; their total rental was 
2,064/, the proportion being as 100 to 190. (Appendix to First Report, p. 136.) 

’ in Cashel Union the valuation appears to be 25 per cent, below the letting Cashel Union, 
value of small holdings, (Mr. Long, ex-officio Guardian ; Appendix, Cashel) though 
the difference is not so great in the case of large holdings. (Mr. Heany, elected 
Guardian, ibid) 

In the Unions in Connaught the same fact appears. In Athlone Union a Guar- unions in Con- 
dian, speaking of certain lands in the county of Roscommon, stated that it was naught, 
valued at 23s. an acre ; and added, “ it is worth 25a-. to a solvent tenant to hold 
in a large farm ; if let in small farms tenants could afford to pay from 35a. to 40a. 
for it.” (Mr. Gilligan ; Appendix, Loughrea.) 

In some Unions it is stated that having applied the same acreable valuation to 
large and small holdings, a small sum was added for the value of the house, which 
frequently had the effect of raising the valuation of small holdings, when computed 
by the acre, higher than that of large ; but, notwithstanding this circumstance, the 
rents of small holdings were found to differ from the valuation by a larger per cent- 
age than that of large farms. 

Thus the application of the “ fair-rent” as a test has had the effect of a gradua- Valuation accord 
tion of the rate in favour of the occupiers of small holdings. Looking to the NG® 
valuation as the basis of the franchise, it may also have deprived them ol the tax in favour of 

privilege; but viewing them with reference only to taxation, the evidence is con- smallholdings, 
elusive to show that to enforce a valuation in legal strictness at the letting price ot 
land, would in the present condition of property in Ireland he unjust to the humbler 
classes of occupiers. 

The proceedings in Coleraine Union indicate the difficulty of enforcing the adop- 
tion of a principle of valuation which the persons who are to apply it consider an 
unjust one for the purpose of taxation. In that Union the valuation of one division 
being completed, was submitted to the Assistant. Commissioner, Mr. Clements. It 
was below the rent, find the Assistant Commissioner remonstrated in a letter which 
was entered on the Minutes of the Board, find contains the lollowing passage : — 

“ They (the valuators) are bound to give a fair and correct valuation of each 
hereditament according to the net annual value as explained by the Poor Relief 
Act. Now what is that value ? It is clearly laid down iu section 64 of the Act 
to be an estimate of the rent, at which one year with another the hereditament 
might in its actual state be reasonably expected to let from year to year. It is not 
what Messrs. Cathcart and Arthur, or any other valuator conceive to be the fair 
letting value, but the rent which, from the general letting throughout the Union, 
may he reasonably expected.” * * * 

“ I think it for the interest of all, and especially the valuators, that the error 
into which they have fallen should be remedied as soon as possible. I can easily 
imagine its having occurred, because it has hitherto been the custom to make all 
public valuations in a certain proportion of the net value, and Messrs. Cathcart and 
Arthur may have been influenced by this. I would suggest that the Guardians 
should examine the valuation as far as they have hitherto gone, with a view to 
ascertain whether the error to he apprehended by the comparison contained in tne 
two summaries which I herewith return exists, in order that the valuators may be 
warned of the consequence to be apprehended by continuing the valuation on what 
appears to be too low a scale.” (Extracts Minute Book ; Appendix, Coleraine.) 

When the valuator was examined in the progress of our Inquiry, he was found 
to have put a construction upon Mr. Clements’ letter, such as to permit him to apply 
what he considered an equitable principle of Valuation. One of the valuators 
stated in his evidence, given in the progress of this Inquiry, that “ after the division 
of Somerset was finished, Mr Clements’ letter was sent to them. It had been 
alleged before the Valuation Committee that they had valued too low. Ihe person 
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Third Report, vvlio made that objection was agent to a landlord. Mr. Clements’ letter was 
Ten-Pound Comty t,ie eff ect tllat they should not put an ideal value, but ascertain the letting value of 
Electors. land in each neighbourhood as far as possible, and to take that into consideration 

If the land was more valuable in one neighbourhood than another, they were of 
course to look to that. Did not understand by that letter that they were to b 
guided by the letting value altogether; but that if land in one neighbourhood would 
let for more than in another, they were to put a higher value on it. Did not under- 
stand that they were to take the rent that would be paid for land as a criterion of 
value. Understood that they were to take the reasonable letting value as their 
standard throughout.” (Evidence of James Arthur ; Appendix, Coleraine.) 

The same tendency has been found in operation in every Union. Valuators 
and Guardians concur in refusing to confound the yearly price which tenants 
can be found to pay for land, with the value of it. Whatever be the legal construc- 
tion of the 64th section of the Poor Relief Act in this respect, this is the sense of 
all classes of the public. An intelligent witness stated it as his opinion that " if 
the Legislature insisted on the Guardians and valuators valuing the land according 
to the utmost rent that people could be got to pay it would create great dissatisfac- 
tion. There would be a constant tendency to evade putting down the maximum. 
He thinks there would be that tendency on the part of the valuators, the Guar- 
dians, and the people.” (Taylor, valuator, Appendix, Rathdown.)

Eight years being the period prescribed by the Reform Act, 2 and 3 Will. IV., 
c. 88, during which the registry of an elector remains valid, the portion of the 
Ten Pound Electors traced in the Rate-books, who were registered in the years 
1833 to 1840 inclusive, may be considered as representing the ordinary class 
of Ten Pound County Electors now entitled to vote. 

Of 8543 Ten-Pound County Electors registered during eight years from 
lb33 to 1840 inclusive, in 4t Unions, we have ascertained from the Rate-books 
the acreable extent of the holdings for which they are rated, as well the amount 
at which they have been valued for the purpose of the poor-rate. Detailed lists of 
the entire will be found in the Appendices to the several Local Reports. 

• U' l te-books ^! e Unions usually contain an estimate of the acreable extent 
of the land in the holding of each occupier, as well as an estimate of the value 
of the whole tenement. As we already observed, the estimate of the extent of 
holdings is not founded on an actual survey made by the valuator, but on previous 
surveys or valuations, and, in their absence, on information obtained from such 
sources as are available to the valuators. And the estimate of the value of each 
holding is necessarily founded on this previous estimate of area, combined with the 
acreable value at which the valuator estimates the land. 

The Ordnance Survey, where complete, renders the duty of the valuator in 
ascertaining the areas of holdings comparatively an easy one. The area of each 
townland being given, the valuator has merely to applot it on the occupiers. In 
lose Unions where the areas of the townlands had never been ascertained by 
actual survey the difficulties which the valuators have had to overcome have been 
very great, all former public applotments being very imperfect. 

n 10 Unions, situate in the province of Ulster, the number of Ten-Pound 
Electors registered during eight years, from 1833 to 1840 inclusive, who were 
traced in the Rate-books, was 2411. The Mowing Table* shows the area and

7 . — Effect on the existing Ten-Pound Electors , of a single Qualification depend- 
ing on Amount of Valuation to Poor Rate — Of a single Qualification depending 
on excess of Rating above Rent — Of two Qualifications. 

In most of the Unions visited, the areas of the holdings of the Ten-pound electors, 
as well as the sums at which they are rated, were ascertained. In 47 Unions, some 
of which are situate in each of the provinces, we had an opportunity of observing 
the extent of the holdings of Ten-pound electors, and in these Unions the effect 
of adopting in lieu of the present franchise, a single qualification depending on being 
rated to the poor at a certain amount, may be perceived, so far as the areas of the 
holdings of persons whom particular qualifications would exclude, enableu s to judge. 
We shall refer more particularly to the effect on the electors in these Unions, of 
adopting one of the following propositions : — 

1. The substitution for the present franchise of a qualification depend- 

ing on being rated to the poor at 51. 

2. The substitution of a like qualification fixed at 8 1. 

3. „ „ fixed at 10/. 

4. „ „ fixed at 20/. 

In the 10 Unions situate in the province of Ulster, already referred to,* it 
appears that of the whole 2411 Ten Pound Electors traced in the Rate Books, and 
registered during 8 years from 1830 to 1840 inclusive, the number who would he 
excluded, by substituting for the existing franchise a qualification depending on 
being rated to poor-rate at 51. would he 40 ; at 81. would be 133 ; at 10/. would 
be 248; at 20/. would be 1152. On referring to the holdings of the 133, who 
would be excluded by a qualification depending on being rated at 8/., it appears 
that 2 of them hold 100 acres and upwards, 12 hold 30 acres and upwards, 
and the number who occupy tenements, of which the land amounts to or 
exceeds 5 acres, is 89. Referring to the holdings of the 1152 electors, who 
would be excluded by substituting, for tbe present franchise, a qualification 
depending on being rated to tbe poor at 20/., it appears that 17 of those persons 
occupy tenements of 100 acres and upwards, and the number occupying tenements 
of 10 acres and upwards is 980.

It appears, therefore, that in these Unions also the number of tenements valued Third Report. 
under 8/. exceeds one-half of the entire number. CamiiitouNm. 

It appears from the foregoing tables, that in Ulster, comparing the entire number . — - 

of tenements valued at 8/. and upwards with the population, they are about one-eigh- meiUsVaiue^above 
teentli of the number of the population. In Connaught, they only amount to one ceitain Amounts, 
twenty-eighth, in Munster, one-twentieth, and in Leinster, one-nineteenth, or nearly 
those proportions. 

Tables containing a more minute classification of the tenements are annexed to 
this Report, and also a list of the Unions in Ireland, in number 130, the boundaries 
of which have been all declared, with the area and population of each according to 
returns obtained from the Clerks of Unions, or at the office of the Poor Law Com- 
mission.* 

The foregoing returns merely give the number of tenements which have been 
treated as separate holdings by the. valuators for the purpose of the poor rate, with- 
out regard to any inquiry, how many are held from year to year and how many by 
lease, or whether any two or more of them may be in the occupation of the same 
person, and also without any deduction for those of which the interest is vested in 
women and persons under age. 

The number of these different classes of tenements which are now under lease to Tenements under 
Ten Pound electors, have been ascertained as far as any authentic information Lease to Electors, 
on the subject can be obtained. The Clerk of the Peace’s list shows the number 
who have registered or renewed their registries from time to time, and the rate- 
books in general, (so far as the identity of the electors and their tenements can he 
traced,) show how many of these are still in occupation of their tenements. Assuming 
that the leases of tenements, of which the lessees have registered within eight years 
(the period during which registry remains valid under the Reform Act), are still 
subsisting, we have ascertained that out of 12,667 tenements rated at 8 1. and upwards, Ulster, 
in five Unions in Ulster (not containing boroughs returning members to Parliament,) 
there are 1147, being about one-eleventh, under lease to persons who are registered 
electors. To this amount is to be added a certain number which may be vested in 
lessees who are not electors. The evidence in general is to the effect that few 
leases beyond those made with a view to the tenant being registered, are now 
granted. And in many Unions it was found that landlords are not generally dis- 
posed to grant any leases. (Mr. Given, ex-officio Guardian ; Appendix, Newtown 
Limavady. Mr. Kavanagh, V aluator. Ibid. Mr. Sproul, Vice-chairman ; Appen- 
dix, Castlederg.) With regard to small tenements in particular it is stated in 
many Unions, that no leases of them are granted, the great desire being to conso- 
lidate the farms. (Ibid.') The following Table shows the proportion of tenements 
rated at 20/. and upwards, at 1 0/. and upwards, at 8/. and upwards, and at 51. and 
upwards, which are now under lease to registered electors, so far as we have been 
able to ascertain in the following- five Unions in Ulster.

In some of the Unions in Leinster, the number of leases are stated to be dimi- 
nishing. In other Unions in this province where the farms are large, they are stated 
to be generally held on lease. In Parsonstown the deputy-chairman of the Union 
says, “ The usual mode of tenure is from year to year. Leases do not prevail in farms 
of from 7 to 12 acres. As to the large farms, they are generally held for lives and 
years hut, he adds, “ those leases are old leases : the tendency is not to grant 
leases.” (Mr. O’Driscoll. Appendix to 1st Report, p. 31.) In Naas Union, 
where the farms are large, it is stated that they are generally held by lease, though 
some landlords do not grant any. (Mr. Carter, ex-officio Guardian; Appendix, 

Naas.) In Longford Union it is stated that “ few leases are granted now ; much 
fewer than formerly. The prevailing disposition is not to grant a lease.” 

(Appendix to 1st Report, p. 19.) 

In most of the Unions visited in all the provinces, there appears to he a general 
tendency on the part of landlords to refuse or to suspend the granting of leases ; 
and this disposition is more general with respect to small farms than large. 

9. Valuations in Toions, and Rating of Borough Electors. 

In Unions containing any considerable town, it has in general been found neces- Valuation in towns, 
sary to appoint a different valuator to value the town district. Persons, lvliose habits Borou -5 h electors, 
render them good judges of land, and who are considered quite competent to the 
valuation of an agricultural district, are often little adapted to make a valuation of 
house property in a town. 

The valuations in towns are found, in many instances, to differ in some of their 
features from those in rural districts. 

The test so usually adopted in valuing land, the “ fair rent,” or " the rent which a 
tenant can pay and support his family comfoi-tably on the produce of the land,” is 
111 applicable in the towns where the letting-price of the tenements becomes a test 
more definite and. easy of application. Unlike the rural districts where no definite 
market letting value can be fixed, in the towns, the rent at which the tenement may 

o let is capable of being ascertained, and the public, who have drawn a marked. 

function between the letting price of land and the real value ot it, have drawn 
110 distinction as applied to houses and property in towns. It is therefore not 
repulsive to Valuators and Guardians to estimate the value of a house by the letting

. e In Coleraine, the valuators state that “ they ascertained the rents of several 
of the best houses in the town, measured their length and height in front. The 
inspected the other houses, and deducted 20 per cent, from the letting-value, for repair 
and insurance, and the residue constituted the net value.”

GENERAL VALUATION OF IRELAND. 

Outline of the System according to which the General Valuation of Ireland, under 
the 6 and 7 Wm. IV., c. 84, is carried into effect. 



Outline of Mr. 
Griffith’s System. 



By Richard Griffith, Esq., Commissioner of Valuation. 

The general valuation of Ireland, placed under my direction, is regulated by a scale of prices Scale of Prices, 
for agricultural produce, introduced into the Valuation Act, 6 and 7 Wm. IV., c. 84, which 
scale of prices was founded on the average prices of agricultural produce throughout the prin- 
cipal maritime markets of Ireland, during a given period, when the value of agricultural 
produce was considered to be low. Thus, the scale of prices being taken from the actual 
average value of each commodity may be considered to be relative, whether the average prices 
at the present, or a future time, be higher or lower. 

In carrying the valuation into effect, the object to be attained was, that>all lands throughout Uniformity of 
Ireland should be- valued relatively, according to the standard prices for agricultural pro- valuation, 
duce contained in the Act ; and, consequently, that the same scale of value adopted in the 
northern counties should be continued throughout, so that the lands of the counties of Derry 
and Antrim, which were first valued, and those of Cork and Kerry, which will be the last, 
shall be found on the completion of the work to be relatively valued, all the peculiar local cir- 
cumstances of each being taken into consideration. 

Previously to commencing the valuation of the counties of Derry and Antrim, in the year Average for five 
1830, I ascertained that the general average prices for agricultural produce throughout the years preceding 
principal markets of Ireland for the preceding five years, were one-eighth, or 2s. 6 d. in the on e-eighth 
pound, higher than those contained in the Act, and, consequently, the amount of valuation, foAct” s an " 
according to Act prices, should in each case be one-eighth less than if the valuation were made 
according to the then prices. 

In order to carry out this principle, I found it necessary to relieve the minds of the valuators 
from all care, except the determination of the value of the land under consideration, the land 
m every case being supposed to be in an ordinary situation, that is, from 10 to 15 miles distant 
from an export market, without reference to the scale of prices contained in the Act, or to local 
circumstances, whether in addition or deduction. The object to' be obtained being, that the 
scale of value for certain qualities of land, in an ordinary situation, adopted in the counties of 
Derry and Antrim, should be preserved; and to ascertain that this has been effected, I am in 
the habit of sending some of the best valuators, who had not been employed in the commence- 
ment, from the midland counties, where they are now employed, to the counties of Derry and 
Antrim, and other northern counties, to value certain townlands, the value of which had been 
well ascertained, and, having received their recent valuations, to compare them with the 
original ; and I have the pleasure to state that these checks have in all cases proved satisfactory, 
and I have no doubt that the valuators at present employed in the western and midland 
counties, are valuing the land on the same scale as that on which we commenced.

years. That they were to judge of the value of the land, not by its appearance to the eye, but 
by digging up the surface, and, by this means, ascertaining the nature, quality, and depth of 
the soil, and the quality of the subsoil. That land of the same quality and circumstances 
though badly farmed, was to be valued at the same rate as similar land well farmed, clean* 
and in good order, but that all permanent improvements, such as drains, good fencing CT00c j 
roads, &c., were to be taken into consideration. By this means the industrious farmer, who 
tilled and manured his land well, would not he taxed more than his indolent neighbour,' who 
was similarly circumstanced, but who did not take advantage of his situation. 

It is to be observed, that land, clean, and in a high state of cultivation, may, by imperfect 
tillage, and a succession of white crops, be deteriorated in a few years ; and, consequently it 
would be unjust in a permanent valuation to rate the land high, solely on account of its beino- 
well cultivated at the time the valuation was made. On the oilier band, land which is in a 
bad state, owing to mismanagement, should not be valued quite as low as its present condition 
would suggest. 

Lands which have never been tilled are valued as pasture, though, from the nature of the 
soil and subsoil, they may be capable of being tilled and improved. Such land is valued at a 
price per acre proportioned to the number of cattle, sheep, &c., it may be capable of ai-azino- 
during the year, the price per head being regulated according to the usual price per hea2 
paid in the neighbourhood for grazing, the quality of herbage being taken into consideration. 
Of course, where the soil and subsoil arc good, the quality of the herbage will be superior, 
and the value will be regulated accordingly. I have entered into this detail in consequence 
of an erroneous opinion having prevailed, that in the General Valuation, the land was valued at 
the same rate, according to its natural quality, whether improved and cultivated, or in a state 
of nature ; but this is not the fact, the land being valued in each case at the rate it would 
reasonably let. for by lease to a solvent tenant in the state in which it is found. 

It will not be necessary to enter into all the detail of the system that I have found it neces- 
sary to adopt in carrying the valuation into effect, as such detail is given at length in my book 
of instructions to the valuators. It will be sufficient to observe generally, that in coramenciti°- 
the valuation of a county, it is usual to divide it among a certain number of valuators in pro- 
portion to its extent, giving lo each a barony or district to value. Every barony is divided into 
parishes and townlands * on the Ordnance maps, in addition to which these maps distinguish 
all bogs, lakes, rivers, and streams, all roads, bye-roads and plantations, together with afl the 
principal fences dividing fields. 

In commencing the valuation, the valuator divides the townland under consideration into a 
number of lots according to the variation of the qualities of the soil and subsoil, taking care, in 
arable districts, that no lot shall contain more than 30 acres statute measure, and that the 
boundaries of each of the lots shall, as far as possible, coincide with the boundaries of farms. 
Having dug up the soil in many places in the first lot, and made up his mind as to its value, 
from a careful inspection of the quality and depth of the soil, and the nature of the sub-soil, he 
enters his opinion of its value in the field book, and marks it lot No. 1 ; he at the same time 
dots round the boundaries of the lot on the map, and marks it also No. 1. In this manner he 
proceeds through the townland, and in continuation through the barony or district. 

\\ hen the valuation of a barony is completed, the field books and field maps are sent to my 
office in Dublin, and subsequently, on the receipt of the field books and maps of an entire 
county, the second operation or check valuation is commenced, by my sending down a valuator 
in whose experience and judgment I place great reliance, to re-value a certain portion of each 
of the districts within the county. This valuator uses the same maps as the first, and values 
each townland according to the same lots or sub-divisions adopted by the first valuator; but he 
has no access to the field books which contain the prices of the first valuator. 

The check valuator, according to circumstances, re- values from one-fourth to one-sixth part 
of each barony or district ; and when he has completed his work, his valuations are placed in a 
tabular form opposite to those of the original valuator for comparison. 

vs hen considerable differences occur between the original and check valuations, which some- 
times though rarely happens, a second' check valuator is sent to re-value the same townlands in 
the district in which the differences occur, and if the two check valuations agree, which is 
almost unusually the case, the prices of the first valuation are altered relatively, and thus made 
to agree with those of the check valuations. By this means the valuations of the several 
baronies of the county are reduced to one relative scale, for land in an ordinary situation. 

i he next consideration is the allowance to be made for local circumstances, all of which, 
whether they be in addition or deduction, are considered. 

Allowances in addition : — 

1st. They are made in consequence of vicinity to cities or towns. 

2nd. Vicinity to limestone quarries, to sea manure or turbary. 

3rd. Good roads to market, to sea manure or turbary, 
winds' includes a moderately elevated situation and shelter from injurious 

In maritime districts, say, within eight miles of a good market and seaport, land in an 
ordinary situation, for the reasons already mentioned, is reduced 2s. 6 d. in the pound to bring 
it to t e scale of the Act : approaching within, say, four miles of a considerable town, an increase 
o , say. Is. m the pound is made on account of superior advantage of situation arising from the 
iacmty of procuring manure, vicinity to markets, &c. : approaching still nearer, the value on 
account of town influence is proportionally increased— within two miles to 8s. 6 d . ; at one mile

X " lik f manner additions, though on a more moderate scale, are made for land approaching Outline of Mr. 
smaller towns and villages, and tables for this purpose, referable to towns of all sizes have Griffith ’ s System, 
been constructed to assist, but not absolutely to limit, the judgment of the valuators ’ 

It is to be observed that the scale of addition for town 'influence does not reach the full rent 
paid for convenience, or what is called accommodation land, the land being valued as if rented 
by a farmer for the production of ordinary crops under the most favourable circumstances 
Deductions to be made on account of local circumstances. 

The principle upon which deductions are made from’ the value of land, as compared with 
land of the same quality in an ordinary situation, is similar to that which regulates the 

increase. 1 he circumstances tending to diminish the value, being 

1st. Distance from markets for the sale of produce. Deductions. 

2nd. Difficulty of access to markets on account of bad roads. 

3rd. Distance from lime, sea manure, or turbary. 

4th. Elevation, aspect, exposure to injurious winds, & c. 

In regard to markets: as the average of the seaport markets were those from which the Markets, 
scale for agricultural produce contained tn the Act was formed; in determining the amount 
of deduction to be made from land m an ordinary situation, say, five miles from a market town 
in the interior of the county, the difference between the market value of agricultural 
produce at that town, as compared to the seaport markets is first determined Thus in 
many interior markets the prices vary from U. to 1,. 6 d. in the pound below the maritime 
markets ; for example, when the difference is lv. 6 d. in the pound, the deduction from land 
in an ordinary situation in the neighbourhood of such a town, instead of being 2*. 6d will be 
As. in the pound to bring it to the Act price ; and where the distance from the local market is 
say, ten statute miles, the deduction will be about 5s. in the pound, and so on in proportion. ' 

Similar deductions are made for land in elevated and exposed situations, varying from '2s. Exposed situations, 
to 5^., and m some cases as much as 10*. in the pound over and above the other deductions. 

Thus arable land, of similar quality and depth of soil, one situated within 10 miles of the city 
of Derry, and the other at an elevation of 600 feet in the mountains of the western part of the 
county of Tyrone, would eacli he valued in the first instance at, say 16.?. an acre ; to reduce 
that m the neighbourhood of Derry to the scale of the Act, one-eighth, or two shillings would 
be deducted, making the valuation according to the Act, 14?. per acre; hut from the other 
the deduction would be, first., on account of distance from market 1?. 6d. in the pound over 
and above that near Derry; next, for elevation and bad climate, say 2s. 6 d. in the pound, 
making altogether a deduction of 6?. 6 d. in the pound ; and thus the land, originally valued 
at 16?. per acre, is reduced on account of local circumstances to 9?. 6 d. 

According to this system allowances, whether in addition or deduction, are made in all 
districts on account of local circumstances ; and to ensure uniformity, tables have been calcu- 
lated for the vicinity of towns, dividing them into ten classes according to their size and 
population. 

The whole of the allowances, whether in addition or deduction, on account of local circum- Schedules pre- 
stances being made for an entire barony or county, a schedule of the amount of the valuation pared ’ 
of each townland so corrected is prepared ; but as only one-quarter to one-sixth of the whole 
lands are checked, and fearing lest any error of importance should have escaped the observation 
ofthe valuator, I am in the habit of sending an intelligent valuator into the county under con- 
sideration, who is directed to show the schedule of the valuation to the principal landed and submitted to 
proprietors or agents of the district, and to ask their opinion as to whether, in their judgment, landed proprietors, 
the relative value of the different townlands has been preserved ; as in the course of this & c - 
investigation many persons are consulted, several opinions will be given respecting the relative 
value of certain of the townlands ; and if it appears that some particular townlands are con- 
sidered to have been unequally valued as compared to others, the valuator proceeds to those 
townlands, and, having examined them with care, reports to me his opinion as to whether any 
alteration should or should not be made in the amount of the value of the townlands in 
question. 

' S one through this ordeal, schedules containing the several parishes and townlands Revised schedules 

in each barony are printed and distributed as prescribed by the Act. Special vestries are then printed and distri- 
t0 m6et * n eack P a “ s h to consider the propriety of appealing against any part of bated. 

0 valuation as compared, with another, and subsequently the committees of appeal, appointed 
y the grand jury to hear and determine appeals in each barony, meet for that purpose ; but 
owing to the pains that have been taken to ensure relative accuracy in the valuation, appeals 
are rarely made, or at least few, which are not abandoned on explanation being given at die 
meeting of the committee of appeal. 

In regard to the difference between the valuation of land adopted by me under the Act, and Actual letting 
e actual letting value, I have to observe that our valuation is about 25 per cent, under the v#to«tinn^ 
ju i or rack rent value ; .but very near that of many of the principal landed proprietors of the cent, under the rack 
ountry.. Thus, in the parish of Aghaiiloo, county of Derry, the valuation of the townlands, rent, 
as contained in the printed schedule, rarely differed so much as 1?. in the pound from the 
proprietors rental; the same fact was observed respecting the rentals of the different London 
mpames, as well as of other proprietors in the county of Derry, while the full rents, under 
s V'l ar .y sma ^ proprietors, were usually 25 per cent, above the amounts given in the printed 
6 t- 81t ? ilar ^ acts were observed in other counties, and I have lately noted several 
so'thtv 6 coincidences of the same kind in the counties of Tyrone, Cavan, and Monaghan ; 
the a 1<: V° U ,i a PP ear *bat the scale of value, adopted by me under the Act, is nearly that of 
great landed proprietors of Ireland, but considerably below the rack rents. Acting on 
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this knowledge, I have uniformly replied to applications from the Guardians of Poor Law 
Unions in different parts of the country, respecting the addition that should be made to the 
amount contained in the printed schedules of the general valuation, to bring it to a rent value 
that if one-third be added, the result will give very nearly the full rent value of the land 
under ordinary proprietors.* 

- In regard to houses, the value is determined by measurement according to the nature 
quality, and state of repair of the building, and the result is deduced from tables calculated 
.for the purpose. In these tables, houses are divided into three principal classes, namely, new 
medium, and old ; but each class is again subdivided into three. 

Thus; the 1st subdivision of the new class consists of houses built or ornamented with cut 
stone,- of jvery superior solidity and finish. 

2ncj,. Very substantial building and finish, without cut stone ornament. 

3rd. Ordinary building and finish. 

Medium. — 1st. Not new but in sound order, and in good repair. 

‘2nd. Slightly decayed, but in good repair. 

3rd. Deteriorated by age, and in tolerable repair. 

Old. — 1st. Old, but in repair. 

2nd. Old and out of repair, 

3rd. Old and dilapidated, scarcely habitable. 

Having ascertained the cubical contents of the house, the valuator next determines to which 
class it belongs; whether new, medium, or old, and to which division, if any class. If to the 
first of the new, he will find the price, in proportion to the content, to be five times greater than 
if it had been the last of the old. 

On the above principle six tables have been calculated, each of which is adapted to a par- 
ticular variety of building, the price being reduced in proportion to the reduction in the value 
of the materials used. Thus, there are three tables for dwelling houses. 

1st. Slated dwelling houses built of stone or brick, with lime mortar. 

2nd. Thatched houses built of stone or brick, with lime mortar. 

3rd. Thatched houses having dry stone or mud walls. 

In like manner there are tables of a similar kind for office buildings the prices being pro- 
portioned to the diminished cost of building offices as compared to dwelling houses. 

The valuation of houses by measurement according to the above system has given very 
general satisfaction. And in consequence, appeals against the valuation of dwelling houses 
or other buildings are rarely made. In fact all houses are measured and valued at different 
times by two independent valuators. And when the first and second valuations agree, and 
they rarely differ so much as one shilling in the pound, there can be little danger of want of 
uniformity in the scale. 

The house valuation tables are calculated for houses in the country, but they are likewise 
available for houses in cities or towns ; the prices according to the cubical contents being in- 
creased in proportion to the actual rent paid. 

Houses in towns are always more valuable, in proportion to their cubical contents, than 
houses in the country, and houses in the principal streets of the same town much more valu- 
able than in the inferior. Thus, in the best shop-street of a considerable town, it is usual to 
multiply the prices given in the tables by five, to equal the average rents, in the second class 
streets by three ; and in the back streets by two ; and so on. 

According to the Act, one-third of the amount of the value of all buildings is deducted 
previously to their insertion in the printed lists, and consequently to determine the full value 
of any house or building, one-half is to be added to the amount given in the printed schedules. 
With a knowledge of the above facts, there can he no difficulty in using the General Valuation 
as the ground-work for all local taxation, but as this valuation does not subdivide the townlands 
into farms and tenements by name, though the valuation lots as already mentioned, are usually 
co-exfensive with farms, a sub-applotment will be required within each townland, which sub- 
applotment for the purpose of the county assessment, has already been made in most of the 
Northern counties.

* In the districts of the counties of Antrim, Derry, Tyrone, Armagh, and Down, in which the linen manufacture 
prevails, owing to the industrious habits of the people, and the extensive cultivation and manufacture of flax, the rent 
value of land is higher in proportion to the General Valuation than usual. _ 

This commercial value, which amounts to about 2 s. (id. in the pound, was not taken into consideration, because Bax is 
not included in the schedule of agricultural commodities contained in the Act; the basis of local taxation for county 
assessment, being founded on those kinds of agricultural produce which are equally cultivated in all parts of the country. . 
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
